LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
MIMS

Professor Edwin Mims, of the Chair of 
English Literature, Vanderbilt University, 
and Visiting Professor to British Universi« 
ties, gave his fifth lecture in Trinity College 
on Friday. 

Dealing. with ““The International Mind,” 
Professor Mims said that at a time when the 
United States seemed hopelessly committed 
to the “weg of isolation and nationalism it 
was well to emphasise that certain elements 
and forces in national life had made for in- 
ternationalism. The very complexity of the 
population—a veritable melting-pot of races 
and nations — might be the basis of creat 
adventure in nation-building, comparable 
to the making of the British Empire out of 
so many diverse physical, economic and racial 
elements. If those two political units could 
solve the problem of diverse peoples under 
one Government there would be the best 
basis for a new world order—a hope that 
would be all the more real if there could be 
real co-operation between the Governments. 

In anticipation of such a consummation, 
devoutly to be wished for, it was well to lay 
stress on the contributions that had been 
made to American life and thought by not 


, only the British traditions and values, but 


by the German, French, Scandinavian, Dutch, 


i Italian and Jewish elements in the popula- 
| tion. 


** GENUINE AMERICANISM °° 


There was a menace in all this to national 
unity, Professor Mims continued, but there 
was the possibility of the blending of many 
cultures. Well-known athletes, musicians and 
artists of all kinds, many of the most widely- 
read writers, national heroes like Lindberg 
—all illustrated variety of races that might 
be amalgamated into a genuine Americanism. 

Culture had no national boundaries, Music, 
art, literature were the possession of all 
people. Philosophy and science were de- 
veloped by many seekers for truth. 

“If you are sometimes disappointed with 
the work of political leaders in America,”* 
Professor Mims said, “ remember that in the 
realm of the mind and of art there are many. 
who are helping to prepare the way for a 
better internationalism. Such ambassadors 
to Great Britain as John Hay and Walter 
H. Page have left golden words to express 
the necessity for co-operation of the English- 
speaking world.”’ 

Woodrow Wilson, in the height of his 
fame and influence, wrote and gave the best 
expression to the yearning of men for a 
League of Nations or a Federation of the 
world. . 

If, as the result of Britain’s leadership 
at this time in the councils of the League 
of Nations, added Professor Mims, that 
body should be put upon a firmer basis, it 
would be the venliontion of Wilson’s dream.
